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KYOTO—A REMINDER OF 
YESTERDAY 


Fascinating ancient capital of Japan where present prosperity and progress have not 
lessened the love of its people for the glorious past. A center of 
Japanese art and culture.

HE thing that makes a visit to Japan 

so full of baffling charm is the ever- 

present reminder of a yesterday more 
strange and fascinating than today—a yes- 
terday when there were no smokestacks or 
railways, when Japan was untouched by any 
foreign influence. Survivals of that wonder- 
fully colorful period are to be seen on every 
hand. The moats and embankments which 
protect imperial and provincial castles re- 
eall the days when they were built for 
defense against warriors who came clad. in 
metal armor, wearing heavily lacquered 
hats so shaped as to turn the course of 
arrows. The beautiful prints come from a 
time when newspapers were undreamed of, 
but wonderfully colored pictures depicting 
events of current interest could be bought 
for a few sen and were in the hands of 
everyone. In the curio shops there are 
heaps of richly decorated swords which 
excite our admiration, but we cannot help 
wishing to see the samurai wearers of the 
swords instead. Occasionally one is for- 
tunate enough to see the glittering pageant 
of a parade which preserves the rich gar- 
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ments of bygone centuries, and while we 
are grateful for the sight of it, we cannot 
help wishing that we could have seen one 
of the great feudal lords arriving at the 
residence of the Shogun, with his long 
columns of retainers and his showy para- 
phernalia of silk and lacquer. While we 
admire the new in Japan and wonder at 
the great ship yards and factories, it is the 
aged piece of brocade with its reminder of 
the pomp of the past that sticks longest in 
the memory; the quaint wayside shrine 
which oftenest makes one wish to visit 
again the Land of the Gods. 

How many travelers have wished that 
they might have lived a century earlier, so 
that they might have had an opportunity 
to see Japan before the street cars were 
imported, the railways built and the police 
in European costume replaced the sword- 
carrying samurai! How many have envied 
the experience of the lonely Englishman, 
Will Adams, who arrived in Japan in the 
last days of the seventeenth century, when 
added color was given to the country by 
the swarms of Jesuits who were rapidly

Who that knows Japan would not be will- 
ing to undergo some of the dangers and 
hardships to enjoy the experience of 
America’s first Minister to Japan, Town- 
send Harris, who was the first foreign resi- 
dent of Tokyo and lived there for months 
before he was joined by others of his race? 

No corner of Japan is now untouched 
by the wave of progress, for in the lowliest 
shop in the farthest corner of the Em- 
pire the presence of cigarettes and con- 
densed milk proclaims the all-pervading 
presence of modernity, The spirit of prog- 


seventy-seven emperors,—was the imperial 
city for a thousand years and is still, as 
it has been for centuries, the ecclesiastical 
capital and artistic center of the country. 
When Tokyo was a swampy fishing village, 
Kobe and Yokohama mere geographical 
points and Osaka nothing more than a 
provincial town, Kyoto was a metropolis 
of a half million souls, famous for its 
beauty and magnificence, not only in Japan 
but in Europe as well. It is not strange 
that a city whose fame is built on a past 
so glorious should hold fast to old tradi- 
tions and old customs and look with some

ress is so strong that often one finds the 
residents of a country town more proud of 
the ugly new street roller than of the gem 
of a temple which has been the town’s 
glory for centuries. But if you would get 
the most satisfying look at the yesterday 
of Japan, go to Kyoto, where prosperity 
and progress have not lessened the love of 
the people for a past which knew little of 
foreigners or of foreign lands. This does 
not mean that Kyoto is unprogressive. In- 
deed the first tramway system in Japan 
was built there and one must travel far to 
see a railway station more imposing and 
modern than that which is at Kyoto. But 
the city was the residence of a line of 
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disdain on cities of newer fame and a quite 
modern prosperity. 

Kyoto was laid out by the great Emperor 
Kwammu in 793 and as China was then 
the model for all things Japanese, Kyoto 
reproduced with mathematical exactness 
the plans of Sianfu, the capital of the pow- 
erful Tang dynasty, which ruled China. 
Like Sianfu, the city was a rectangle three 
miles wide and three and a half miles long; 
it was laid out with nine principal streets 
running north and south and nine running 
east and west. This divided the city into 
nine sections, each containing nine blocks, 
One of the nine sections was given over to 
the imperial residence and each of the other

The sec- 
tion in which the present railway station 
stands was given over to the scum of 
Kyoto society. The streets which divided 
the nine sections were 170 feet wide, a pro- 
vision which was found quite fortunate 
when the street cars were installed a thous- 
and years later. 

As the residence of the Emperor and of 
the most important nobles, Kyoto attracted 
to it, the church, the leading artists and 
artisans and the country’s men of letters. 
The finest brocades, as well as the best 
paintings, were produced here and none 
excelled the carvings and lacquer of this 
city. In many of these lines, Kyoto has 
never lost the supremacy it gained a 
thousand years ago. Other cities have be- 
come industrialized, as Tokyo and Osaka, 
where the many smokestacks reveal the 
presence of great factories, which have 
taken the place of thousands of small 
shops of artisans. Osaka, boastfully mod- 
ern, turns out its products by the thousand, 
through the use of machinery. Kyoto is 
still the home of the artisan who turns out 
beautiful objects by hand, one by one. 
More than two hundred years ago one of 


the earlier travelers to Japan wrote of 
Kyoto a description which is almost as cor- 
rect today as it was at that time. He 
said: ‘‘There is scarce a house in this 
large capital where there is not something 
made or sold. The best and searcest dyes, 
the most artful carvings, all sorts of musi- 
cal instruments, pictures, japanned cab- 
inets, all sorts of things wrought in gold 
and other metals, particularly in steel (as 
the best tempered blades and other arms) 
are made here in the utmost perfection, as 
are also the richest dresses. There are but 
few houses in all the chief streets where 
there is not something to be sold.’’ 

A peculiar gift of nature assures the 
supremacy of Kyoto in some of these lines 
for all time to come. The water of the 
Kamo River which flows through the city 
has the remarkable quality of bleaching 
fabrics and of setting dyes. Every visitor 
to Kyoto will remember seeing the long 
pieces of freshly dyed cloth soaking in the 
stream. Some of the finest brocades and 
embroideries sold in Japan are made in 
Kyoto as well as the best damascene, gold 
lacquer and satsuma ware. In all parts of 
the city are small pottery shops conducted 
by one family. Usually the head of the 
house, assisted by his sons, manufactures

Helps to 
Make Your 
Silk Gown 










The little girl is feeding mulberry leaves 
to the silk worms on the trays. The silk 
worm Is the hungriest creature in the 
world. He will eat a mulberry leaf many 
times his size and still want more. The 
only reason he doesn't eat more than five 
or six times a day is that he isn’t fed 
any oftener. But they are very particu- 
lar and are given only leaves that are 
fresh and clean. 


















When the worms get fully grown and 
prepare to spin cocoons around them- 
selves, they are placed in straw to which 
they can attach the cocoons. After the 
spinning Is finished the cocoons are care- 
fully detached from the straw as shown 
In the picture above. Some of these are 
allowed to remain to produce the next 
crop of worm: 









After the cocoons have been completed, 
they are carefully graded. One of the 
reasons why Japanese silk meets with 
such a favorable demand all over the 
world is that the growers are careful to 
throw out diseased and defective cocoons. 


On the right the cocoons are being un- 
wound and the fine silken thread reeled 
into skeins for the market. Japan exports 
more than a hundred million dollars worth 
of silk annually, the United States being 
the principal customer. A great deal ot 
this silk is exported in the raw state, but 
of recent years Japanese mills have been 
producing excellent fabrics for the export 
trade.

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the pottery in the rear while the women 
of the family attend to the sales in the 
small show room in the front. Many of 
these shops have been conducted on the 
same spot by the same family for many 
generations. Here, the artist finds the 
greatest opportunities for expression of his 
own individuality and some rarely beauti- 
ful pieces are produced. Though Yoko- 
hama, and Kobe, being seaport towns, have 
greater number of shops catering to the 
foreigner, Kyoto is the curio center of the 
country to which many of the Kobe and 
Yokohama dealers go to replenish their 
stocks. 

At the Restoration the Imperial capital 
was removed from Kyoto to Tokyo and 
Kyoto lost the political importance it had 
held for many centuries. But it is still 
the religious center of the country, the 
principal stronghold of Buddhism and 
Shintoism. Kyoto is to millions of Japan- 
ese what Rome is to Catholics, Jerusalem 
to Jews and Mecca to Mahomedans. Here 
are to be found the finest Buddhist temples 
in Japan, if not in all the world. The city 
contains no less than 3500 Buddhist tem- 
ples and 2500 Shinto shrines, ranging in 
importance from wayside shrines visited by 
a priest but once a year, to great establish- 
ments like the Nishi Hongwanji which 
houses hundreds of priests and contains 
some of the greatest art treasures of the 
country. The temple was recently rebuilt 
and the circumstances of its reconstruction 
reveal the esteem in which the Kyoto tem- 
ples are held by the people of Japan. The 
great timbers were hoisted into place by 
ropes made of human hair and one of the 
sights exhibited to vis- 
itors is a rope 300 
feet long made of hair 
contributed by the 
women of a single 
province. The temple 
itself is one of the 
most perfect exam- 
ples of Buddhist art 
in Japan. At other 
temples may be seen 
the two great bells of 
Kyoto, each several 
centuries old. One of 
them is 14 feet high 
and weighs 63 tons; 
the other is almost 11 
feet high and weighs 
75 tons. Their deep 
tones can be heard all 
over the city. 
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Much of the past in Kyoto is preserved 
in the great festivals which are held 
almost every month in the year when cos- 
tumes and customs of the past are given 
their brief day of revival. One of the most 
celebrated of these is the Gion Festival 
which is held in July. Huge floats are 
drawn through the streets by men dressed 
in costumes of bygone centuries. <A festi- 
val more familiar to the tourist is the 
Miyako Odori, or cherry blossom festival 
of April, when richly clad dancers are to 
be seen each night of the month in the 
famous cherry blossom dance. In March 
there is the festival of dolls and the shop 
windows are wonderful with their dis- 
plays of the dolls for which Kyoto is 
famous. That is a wonderful festival for 
the little girls. 

Kyoto people hold themselves quite 
superior to others of their race. They look 
on the residents of Osaka as vulgarians, 
who think of nothing but money and 
criticise the taste which allows them to 
adorn themselves with finger rings and 
other foreign jewelry. They think Tokyo 
people are blatant and self-assertive and 
in common with others of their fellow 
countrymen, too much given to traveling 
about and to change of residence. The 
Koyto dweller may travel a little but he 
never thinks of changing his residence. He 
is as proud of his city as the Parisian is of 
Paris and is quite content to live and die 
in the amphitheater of hills which enclose 
it.

SHIPBUILDING IN JAPAN 


Progress of the industry shown in new plant of Asano Shipbuilding Co.—Machinery 
and equipment of the very latest design, capable of handling work of every 
description.—New yard an immense addition to Japan’s industrial resources. 


N these days of worldwide unrest and in- 
dustrial upheaval, when every man is 
called upon to serve in some capacity or 

other, many phases of character are seen. 
Some men go into military or naval ser- 
vice, others are called upon to devote their 
special abilities to work for their govern- 
ments, while others, without any assist- 
ance from the outside and sometimes, in 
the face of great obstacles, go on in their 
own way developing vast industries, pro- 
ducing goods that are needed, and giving 
employment to tens of thousands, thus be- 
coming potential factors for the benefit of 
humanity. 


Such is the example set by Soichiro 
Asano, head of the Asano Shipbuilding 
Company of Japan. Mr. Asano is one of 
Japan’s most prominent ‘‘captains of in- 
dustry.’’ In fact, so conspicuous is he, in 
industrial circles, that, to carry the mili- 
tary simile further (and military phrases 
seem popular now) he might well be called 
the ‘‘Chief of Staff’’ of Japanese shipping 
industry. 

In the brief space of twenty years, Mr. 
Asano has built up the fleet of the Toyo 
Kisen Kaisha (Oriental Steamship Com- 
pany) from a single vessel to six giant pas- 
senger liners and as many more great cargo 
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carriers. He introduced competition into 
the trans-Pacifie service and brought it up 
to its present state of excellence. He also 
inaugurated the direct steamer service be- 
tween Japan and the West Coast of South 
America, thus developing a rich commer- 
cial field for Japanese enterprise. 


To Build as Well as to Operate Ships. 

Yet, with all these tremendous responsi- 
bilities on his hands, Mr. Asano had a great 
and a patriotic ambition in that busy brain 
of his. He was not content merely to 
operate the great fleet of splendid ships 
sailing under his own house flag and that 
of the Rising Sun. He wanted more than 
that. He wanted not only to operate, but 
also to build, these great vessels in his 
own yard. His keen mind saw that, in the 
future, the country that was able to build, 
as well as to operate ships, was the coun- 
try that would be prosperous. He realized 
that each new shipyard erected was of 
untold advantage industrially to Japan, 
and he decided that he would organize his 
own shipbuilding company to construct the 
vessels for his services. 

It was several years, however, before 
opportunity came for carrying out these 
plans. There was a suitable location for 
the plant to be secured, plans to be drawn 
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and a thousand and one things to be con- acres. This is the first unit to be completed, 


sidered. 


Work Started July, 
1916. 


In July, 1916, the 
site at Tsurimi, near 
Yokohama, was se- 
lected. At that time, 
this was merely a fine, 
wide sandy beach, 
which even the most 
vivid imagination 
would have difficulty 
in turning it into a 
shipyard. Engineers, 
however, declared it 
to be the finest in all 
Japan, and the wis- 
dom of the selection 
has been fully prov 
As soon as the choice 
was made, develop- 
ment work was 
started. Giant sand 
pumps and dredgers 
were installed and the 
task of filling in the 
entire area to a height 
of six feet above the 
original beach was 
begun. 

By the end of 1916, 
nearly all the shop 
buildings were com- 
pleted, and the great- 
er part of the heavy 
machines that work 
on plates and bars 
were set in their po- 
sitions. On the 11th 
of February, 1917, 
the keel of the first 
ship was laid with 
impressive ceremon- 
ies, and the first hull 
was completed and 
launched in July, 
1917. 








Capacity of the Yard. 


The shop buildings, 
fitting out basin, 
building berths, ete., 
which are now com- 
pleted, cover an area 
of approximately two 
hundred and fifty 
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but adjoining ground of practically equal 
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area has been secured, and the plans con- 
template the erection of other units to cover 


cargo carrier, ready for launching. 
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the same as rapidly as possible. These will 
include the new steel plant, boiler and en- 


gine works, ete. The 
shops and buildings 
now in use cover an 
area of approximate- 
ly 30,000 square 
yards, while the fit- 
ting-out basin into 
which the ships are 
launched and in 
which they rest while 
being equipped is 
about the same size 
as the harbor at 
Honolulu. There are 
six reinforced con- 
erete building berths, 
600 feet long, now 
completed and in use. 
The plans call for an 
additional set of four 
reinforced con- 
erete building berths 
800 feet long and two 
more of 500 feet in 
length. These will 
give an estimated out- 
put, under normal 
conditions, of two ves- 
sels of 11,000 tons 
dead weight, per 
building berth each 
year, This means 
twenty boats of 11,000 
tons dead weight ca- 
pacity, or 8300 gross 
tonnage, making a 
total capacity for the 
ten berths of nearly 
170,000 gross tons per 
year. 


Modern Equipment 
in Every Depart- 
ment. 


One great outstand- 
ing feature in the 
equipment of this 
yard, which is of par- 
ticular interest to 
Japanese and foreign- 
ers alike, is the fact 
that all the heavy ma- 
chines, with the ex- 
ception of one or two, 
were made in Japan. 
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Picture shows progress of work on hull of modern cargo carrier.

They are of such size and capacity as to be 
able to handle any vessel up to 30,000 gross 
tons. 

The transportation of materials through- 
out the yards and in the shops is accom- 
plished by electrically driven apparatus. 
There are three electrically driven revolv- 
ing tower cranes placed between every two 
alternate berths. These cranes have arms 
of 105 to 115 feet sweep at a height of 150 
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feet above the ground and are so arranged 
that three of them in a row cover every 
part of the hull on both sides during con- 
struction. Transportation of materials in 
the yards and shops is provided by ten 
three-ton locomotive cranes, five six-ton 
traveling cranes with 68 foot arms, which 
sweep over the stock as well as the fabricat- 
ing yard This department (the fabri- 
cating yard) is in the open air, where the 
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keel bender, flanging machine, heavy plate 
rolling machines, joggling machines, hy- 
draulic manhole punchers, ete., are situ- 
ated. 

Besides the above, there are three 

three to six-ton overhead traveling 
eranes in the iron working shops. 
These are arranged to bring in ma- 
terials from the outside or to shift 
same from one place to another inside the 
shop. At the fitting- 
out wharf there is an 
eight-ton crane for 
loading engines and 
boilers into the hull. 
Thus it will be seen 
that at every point, 
care has been taken 
to secure the most 
modern time and la- 
bor saving devices 
known to the science 
of shipbuilding.

In addition to this 
great plant at Tsur- 
umi, Mr, Asano has 
also acquired another 
at Osaka, the great 
industrial center of 
the Empire. This is 
known as the Osaki 
Kausani Iron Works. 
It has five building 
berths, which are 
equipped to handle 
ships of 2000 to 3000 
tons or a total of ap- 
proximately 40,000 
tons per year. 


Uncompleted Units 
of the Yard. 


The first unit of this 
great plant is de- 
scribed above and as 
shown by the engrav- 
ings in these columns, 
is now complete and 
in active operation. 
Plans for future de- 
velopment of adjoin- 
ing acreage have been 
worked out and these 
include the installa- 
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tion of steel plate rolling mills, marine 
engines and boiler works, together with a 
floating dry dock of sufficient size to ac- 
commodate largest passenger liners or bat- 
tle ships of the most 
modern type.

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AN ANCIENT JAPANESE INDUSTRY 


Shipbuilding flourished seven centuries ago and Japanese navigators were known 
throughout waters of the Far East

HIP building is not a new industry in 
S Japan, except in the sense that the 

building of modern ships is new, just 
as it is new in all countries. The steel ship 
is a development of the past few years and 
Japan was only a little behind other coun- 
tries in taking up this form of construction. 
Japan has always built wooden ships. No 
matter how far back into Japanese history 
we go we find the Japanese successfully 
building and operating them. It was nat- 
ural that an island country with long coast 


lowed by the hollowed log of a tree as the 
first canoe. The building of ships began at 
such a remote period that no one is certain 
just what is the meaning of ‘*Maru,’’ the 
word which is attached to the names of all 
Japanese ships, as Tenyo Maru and Shinyo 
Maru. In his ‘‘Things Japanese,’’ Cham- 
berlain explains that it may be a corrup- 
tion of a word now obsolete, and that is 
about as near to an explanation as any one 
has made. Maru means round, and it has 
been suggested that it has survived from 
a time when all boats were round, 
like a tub, or like the boats still in 
use on the Tigris and the Euphrates 
at Bagdad. The word is attached to 

the names of all merchant ships, 
The building of ships in Japan 
had progressed so successfully that 
in 1185 when the Taira and Mina- 
moto clans met at Dan-no-ura for

lines and a mountainous interior should 
develop a race of seafaring men. Just when 
they began or what the evolution of ship- 
building was, no one pretends to say. Prob- 
ably they began, as other races began, with 
a rude raft of logs lashed together, fol- 
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the decisive sea battle in which the for- 
mer were completely vanquished, more 
than one thousand battle ships were 
engaged. The Taira clan, driven to the 
sea coast by their enemies, had taken refuge 
in their fleet of ships, about five hundred 
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in number, on which not only the warriors, 
but the women and babies as well were 
placed. They were attacked by the seven 
hundred junks of the Minamoto clan and 
the battle fought is one of the most famous 
in Japan’s long history. The ancient Dan- 
no-ura was near the present city of Shimo- 
noseki, Later a great fleet was used in the 
famous expedition of Hidegoshi to Korea. 

About a hundred years after the Dan- 
no-ura battle the great Kublai Khan, the 
mongol monarch who had become master 
of China, set out to conquer Japan and 
sent on this mission a giant armada of 3500 
ships, which had long been building for 
this task. The Japanese had been warned 
of his coming and a policy of preparedness 


the invading fleet, surrounding it and de- 
stroying the crew. This policy was suc” 
cessful and the attack was repulsed with 
a decisive victory. 

In the time of Hideyoshi, at the end of 
the sixteenth century, ship building had 
developed to a remarkable degree of per- 
fection. The vessels then built were sev- 
eral times the size of the junks which are 
now seen on the coast and in the rivers of 
China and Japan, and were much superior 
in construction and workmanship. Draw- 
ings of the Japanese ships of that day show 
that they were larger and of better build 
than those with which Columbus crossed 
the Atlantic to discover America, and were 
about equal to the Portuguese and Dutch

had given them a large number of new 
vessels, while junks from all parts of the 
kingdom had been brought into what we 
now call the naval reserve. The Japanese 
boats were the fleetest and they adopted 
a policy of singling out isolated vessels of 
21 
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vessels of that time. Further impetus to 
the development of Japanese shipping was 
given in 1600 with the arrival of Will 
Adams, the English pilot, who remained in 
Japan until his death and taught the Japan- 
ese shipbuilders all that he knew. Adams 
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took command in several lengthy voyages 
and helped to build up Japan’s foreign 
trade. The English ideas of shipbuilding 
which Adams was able to contribute enabled 
them to build even larger and better ships 
than before. 

It was during this time that Japanese 
navigators, though practically unknown to 
Europe, made a name for themselves by 
their achievements in the Pacific and the

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Far Eastern waters. Japanese ships made 
frequent voyages to the Philippines, some 
of them having built up a large trade there 
before the discovery of the Philippines by 
Europeans. Other Japanese vessels sailed 
to Korea, South China, Siam, Java and 
India, while there is on record at least one 
voyage to Mexico. 

During those days Japanese shipping 
was known throughout the Far East and 
Japanese navigators were justly famous 
for their skill and daring. Japanese settle- 
ments were formed in Korea, Siam and the 
Philippines and Japanese traders followed 
the shipping routes and established im- 
portant trading centers. The life of one 
of the Japanese navigators of that day

reads like a tale from the Arabian Nights. 
Yamada Nagamasa, who was also known 
as Tenjiko Hachibei, sailed a vessel between 
Japanese and Siamese ports and became 
well acquainted in the latter country. He 
soon rose to a position of great importance 
and unwittingly gained the affections of 
the Queen, who poisoned her youthful con- 
sort in order to marry the Japanese skipper. 
Yamada did not return the Queen’s love. 
He did marry a royal princess and became 
viceroy of an important Siamese province, 
only to die of poison secretly given him by 
the jilted Queen. 

About 1636 Japanese shipping was at the 
height of its development, when the policy 
of exclusion was adopted by the shogun 
rulers of Japan. Foreigners were expelled 
from the country, and while no foreigners 
were allowed to visit Japan, there were 
equally stringent rules to forbid Japanese 
going to other countries. In order to put 
an end to the activities of the brave navi- 
gators, all of the three-masted ships en- 
gaged in foreign trade were ordered broken

up, only two of them being preserved, as 
mementoes, by the shogun’s commissioner 
of marine. After that the law forbade the 
building of any but very small juuks, suit- 
able only for the coasting trade anJ so con- 
structed that it was unsafe to attempt long 
sea voyages in them. For two centuries 
Japanese shipping remained undeveloped 
and it was not until the Restoration that 
the industry was revived and given the aid 
and protection of the Japanese government.

New fields for busi- 


ness. Extending foreign trade. 


An English authority in a paper read 
before the Society of Architects told of 
successful experiments by which waste ma- 
terial was made into artificial coal. He 
claims that the millions of tons of coal- 
slack can be conereted, without pressure, 
into an excellent coal; that all the powder- 
ous brown coals can also be conereted into 
a good transportable coal; that the coke 
dust accumulating in gaswork can be sim- 
ilarly utilized; that an excellent fuel can 
be produced from sawdust in all the tim- 
ber countries of the world; that household 
ashes and municipal destructor ashes can 
be made into cheap flaring coke; that all 
industrial concerns consuming more than 
ten tons of coal a day can reduce their bill 
by at least one-third, and use their aceum- 
ulating waste products; and that this work 
can be done by existing machinery and un- 
skilled labor. 

. 

Notwithstanding the turmoil in Europe, 
the authorities in the Malay Peninsula 
have been steadily pursuing a progressive 
policy of railway extension which has been 
retarded only by the difficulty of obtaining 
supplies of ironwork. At the same time 
the Siamese Government railways have 
been extended with the result that connec- 
tion has now been made between the two 
systems. Some engineers and government 
officials recently made the trip by rail 
from Bangkok to Prai, a station on the 
mainland opposite the island of Penang. 
It is probable that early next year the line 
will be open to general traffic from Singa- 
pore to Bangkok. 
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The United States must provide matches 
for the soldiers it sends to Europe, for 
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there is a match famine in France. Con- 
sular reports from Paris say that the much- 
favored Swedish match has been scarce for 
months and wax matches have been ex- 
hausted for some time. The State factor- 
ies are having difficulty, the reports say, 
in obtaining the raw materials, especially 
wood. The coal situation, the transporta- 
tion problem, the loss of vessels carrying 
match wood and a shortage of specialized 
labor combine to make matches scarce in 
France. ee ee 

The Industrial Bank of Japan will in- 
crease its capital stock by more than 
$6,000,000, The Government bill, intro- 
duced in the Imperial Diet in the last ex- 
traordinary session, to enable the bank to 
act as an organ for ship-owners and co- 
operative credit associations, was tabled. 

oe * 


Expansion of the commerce of the United 
States with its non-contiguous territories— 
Alaska, Hawaii, Porto Rico, the Philip- 
pines, Guam and Samoa—is generally lost 
sight of in view of the greater growth of 
foreign trade. Statistics indicate that the 
war has had a stimulating effect upon this 
trade of late. During the nine months just 
ended the value of American trade with 
these territories fell just short of $300,000,- 
000, while in the corresponding period of 
last year the total was only $225,000,000, 
This is a gain in a year of about 33 per cent. 
Shipments from the territories, consisting 
chiefly of raw materials, far outweigh 
American shipments to them.

SOME PICTURESQUE FILIPINOS 


Negritos and Igorots, hill tribes of Luzon, preserve many interesting legends in their 
folk-lore. Moros who join the constabulary are distinguished by a red fez.

Philippines, and some of us have 

passed many happy years in those 
tropic isles, there is always a fascination 
about the strange brown people, who differ 
so much from each other in various parts of 
the land. The ‘‘Christian Filipinos’’ are 
much alike, but every island has in its hills 
and remote sections a far different race, 
simple in customs and far removed in traits 
from the people that live in the towns in 
the valleys or along the seashore. 

Among the country peoples there is al- 
ways something for the white man to 
learn. Their folk lore is full of surprises 
and the legends handed down from one 
generation to another, for less than ten per 
cent could read or write when the Ameri- 
cans came, show a dramatic quality that is 
unlooked for in the circumstances. 

Just one instance. The legend dealing 
with the creation of the world and the first 
humans which is current among the 
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N° matter how long one lives in the 
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Visayans, tells of Adam and Eve stepping 
full grown from the joint of a bamboo tree. 

Then there are the superstitions of the 
people, the one of the asuang, the animal 
which from their descriptions must be in 
the form of a kangaroo but which flies like 
a bird. This animal lives under the houses, 
it is said, and the story of how it comes 
out at night and carries away bad little 
boys and girls over the tops of the cocoa- 
nut palms is told by mothers to make 
naughty children good. 

The Negritos in the hills of Luzon, little 
curly-headed blacks who are believed to 
have been the first inhabitants of the 
islands, live far in the forest fastnesses and 
kill their game and enemies by poisoned 
arrows shot from a blow-gun, are seldom 
seen by white men. Then there are other 
hill people in Southern Luzon, in the 
Visayas and along the north coast of Min- 
danao, all of whom are of the most prim- 
itive nature. 
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Young dwellers of the 
Philippine mountain lands. 


The Igorots of the 
mountain provinces 


of Luzon and the° 


Moros who_ inhabit 
Southern Mindanao 
and the Sulu archi- 
pelago are the two 
picturesque peoples 
of the islands with 
whom the white man 
comes most in con- 
tact. They are a 
source of never-end- 
ing wonder in their 
life and habits. 

In the north the 
Igorots have dwelt in 
the hills for hun- 
dreds of years. They 
are a sturdy people, 
short and heavy set, 
differing from every 
other race in the 
islands. They live in 
the cool air of the 
hills from three to six 
thousand feet above 
the level of the sea 
and are skilled in 
agriculture and min- 
ing. 

Taste the sides of 
the mountains they 
have built rice pad- 
dies hewn out of the 
solid rock and with 
an irrigation system 


This Igorot maid knew she was going 
to have her picture taken, so she put 
on all her beads. 
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which is the wonder 
of engineers from the 
civilized world out- 
side. These mountain 
rice paddies must 
have been con- 
structed with infinite 
labor through scores 
of years and the 
greater part of their 
soil must have been 
brought on the backs 
of men and women 
from the valleys 
below. 

The Igorot wears 
a funny hat that sets 
on the back of his 
head and covers only 
its crown. A coat 
usually adorns his 
upper body but be- 
low the waist he is 
nude except for a 
breech-cloth. Even 
the Igorots who are 
members of the Phil- 
ippine Constabulary 
conform to the regu- 
lation uniform only 
so far as the coat 
and arms go, other- 
wise they dress the 
same as their broth- 
ers who are not in 
the military arm of 
the government. 


As for the Igorot women, they look more 
like American Indians than any other race. 
They wear their hair hanging down their 
backs and their dress consists of a waist 
and of a skirt which is made by folding a 
strip of cloth around their loins. The cloth 
for these garments is always of bright hues 
and the more colors there are in a piece of 
cloth the more dressed-up the wearer feels. 

Down in the southern islands, the Moros 
are the native people. Mohammedans for 
hundreds of years they all are death on 
Christians, and since time began they have 
made raids on the Visayas, sailing north 
with the southwest monsoon in their swift 
praos and raiding towns. They burned

villages and took the young men and 
women back to the south with them as 
slaves on the northeast monsoon. 

During Spanish times little could be 
done with the Moro and it was not until 
American occupation that this warlike 
people was brought to accept any other 
authority than their own dattos, and even 
this was not accomplished without the loss 
of many American lives. 

There are Moros enlisted in the Con- 
stabulary and the distinguishing mark of 
their uniform is that the fez rather than 
the campaign hat serves as headgear. 
Dressed otherwise as the Christian Filipino 
constabulario, the red fez distinguishes the 
Moro in a unique manner from the rank 
and file composed of other tribes of the 
islands. 
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EDITORIAL 


Custom had made spring and fall the 
season for tourist travel in Japan, for no 
very good reason, since the winter months 
are as attractive as any in the year. Be- 
cause of the odd shape of the country 
and its mountainous character, there is no 
uniformity about the climate of Japan 
and one can at any season of the year 
find any kind of climate he is looking for. 
In the summer he may climb the.moun- 
tains and approach the snow line as near 
as he likes. In the winter he may travel 
only a few miles from Tokyo to find places 
washed by the warm ocean currents where 
the air is frostless. 

But the winter of central Japan is 
charming and few would want to eseape 
it. November and December days are 
fine and clear, with just a touch of frost 
in the air and a brilliant golden sunshine. 
In January, February and March there 
are snow flurries which seldom remain on 
the ground more than a day. Japan is 
never so beautiful as when covered with a 
light fall of snow. The ‘‘great cold’? ar- 
rives usually the latter part of January. 
and lasts for a few weeks. This period 
might be taken seriously by Californians, 
but to one who has ever experienced the 
rigors of an Eastern or Middle Western 
winter, this imitation is a farce. When the 
thermometer drops as low as 30 degrees 
it is remarkable. 

The average foreigner will find a spring 
overcoat all that he needs throughout the 
winter. One who selects this season for 
a visit will enjoy the advantage of having 
his pick of hotel accommodations. It is the 
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ideal season of the year for those who 
want to avoid the crowd. 
. oe 

Additional interest in Osaka as a tourist 
center will be given if rumored plans are 
carried out. The Osaka papers report that 
the Osaka castle where an army division 
is now stationed, will be purchased by the 
Imperial Court and will be made a de- 
tached palace. Negotiations on the matter 
have advanced between the War Office 
and Household Department. The matter 
originated, it is said, in the desire on the 
part of the army to remove the home of 
the division somewhere outside that city. 
On the other hand the Imperial court has 
long been desirous of having a detached 
palace in Osaka, where at present there 
is no place which can be used for a hotel 
for the members of the court. This causes 
inconvenience whenever any Imperial per- 
sonage travels there. 

In case the castle is made a detached 
palace, the surrounding zone, which is now 
used by the army division, will be pur- 
chased by the municipality of Osaka for 
a park for the people of Osaka. The 
Osaka castle is one of the largest and fin- 
est castles in Japan. It was built by Toyo- 
tomi Hideyoshi in the sixteenth century. 
Since the early days of the Meiji era it 
has been oceupied by the army division.

Leaving Shanghai on this trip the trav- 
eler goes by the Shanghai-Nanking Railway 
to Nanking, passing on the way just out- 
side the walls of Soochow. The great pa- 
goda of Soochow is plainly visible from the 
train window. The entire country between 
Shanghai and Nanking is most interesting. 
It is very highly cultivated and without 
leaving the train the traveler can get a 
bird’s-eye view of agriculture in China. 
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A day or so may be very pleasurably 
spent in Nanking, a city which still retains 
many of the evidences of its ancient grand- 
eur. The Ming Tombs at Nanking are not 
so pretentious as those at Peking, but are 
more accessible. In continuing the journey 
the Yangtsze River is crossed by ferry to 
Pukow, the southern terminus of the Tient- 
sin-Pukow Railway, one of the newest rail- 
way lines in China. Almost the entire line 
is in China’s great coastal plain. The line 
passes very close to the birthplace of Con- 
fucious, which is also his burial place, and 








a little farther north skirts the base of the 
great sacred mountain, Tai Shan. 

Several weeks can well be spent in Pek- 
ing, one of the most fascinating cities in 
the world. The Temple of Heaven, the 
Llama Temple, the Yellow Temple, the 
Forbidden City, the Great Walls, are but 
a few of the dozens of attractions, any one 
of which would make a trip to the city 
worth while. Through a short side trip 
one can see a section of the Great Walls of 
China at Nankow, and nearby the great

As shown on the pictorial chart in the pre- 
ceding pages, Japan has many places of ex- 
treme interest to the visitor, all of which are 
easily reached over the lines of the Imperial 
Government Railways, and in most of these 
excellent hotel accommodations, either Euro- 
pean or native can be found. The places pic- 
tured on the chart are as follows, following the 
circled engravings from left to right: 


Kagoshima—Site of one of the most active 
volcanoes in Japan, and numerous temples. 
Reached by the Imperial Government Railways. 


Kumamoto—Scene of some very wonderful 
temples and much natural beauty. On the 
Kyushu branch of the Imperial Government 
Railway. 


Nagasaki—One of the famous ports of the 
Orient. Touched by nearly all ship lines. Is 
an important coaling place. Also reached by 
the Imperial Government Railways. 


Beppu—Famous hot springs and_ resort. 
Reached by Imperial Government Railways or 
steamer from Kobe or Miyajima through Inland 
Sea. 


Inland Sea—This name is applied to that 
sea between Kobe and Moji. Ship’s schedules 
pass through this narrow waterway during the 
day time. Its wooded islands and rocky shores 
present a wonderful variety of color and form. 
It is one of the most beautiful scenes in the 
world. 


Osaka—A great manufacturing center of 
Japan that is well worth a visit. Reached by 
the Imperial Government Railways, one hour 
journey from Kobe. 


Nagoya—Site of a wonderful feudal castle. 
In splendid preservation. Center for porcelain 
manufacture. 


Hakone—Famous mountain resort district of 
Japan, where there are numerous hot springs 
and resorts, set in wonderful scenery. Reached 
by Imperial Government Railways, also by 
automobile roads from Tokyo. 


Mt. Fuji—A sacred mountain of Japan that 
dominates the landscape in all directions. One 
of the great sights of the world. 


Tokyo—Capital of the Empire, site of the Im- 
perial Palaces. One of the world’s famous 
cities. Engraving shows part of the new rail- 
way station of the Imperial Government Rail- 
ways. 


Kamakura—Here is found the giant statue of 
Buddha. It is also a famous resort. Reached 
by Imperial Government Railways or automo- 
bile. 
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Yokohama—Leading seaport of Japan, port 
of entry and departure for the great shipping 
lines. Fifty-five minutes from Tokyo. 


Nikko—Famous for its many beautiful tem- 
ples and shrines. Reached by [mperial Govern- 
ment Railways. 


Shiobara—The autumn glory of the maple 
leaves can never be forgotten. The scenery 
hereabouts is exceedingly beautiful. 


Matsushima—One of the most beautiful 
places in all Japan. Reached by the Imperial 
Government Railways. 


Hakodate—Chief seaport of the island Hok- 
kaido, northernmost of the Japanese islands. 


Sapporo—Sight of the great college and a 
very interesting natural scenery. 


Mining District—The mining district of 
Japan. Copper and other metals are found in 
this neighborhood. 


Kashiwazaki—The center of the oil district 
of the empire. Great industrial progress has 
been made here. 


Japan Alps—A very mountainous region of 
superb scenery. Traversed by the Imperial 
Government Railways. 


Kanazawa—One of the silk centers of the 
empire. The engraving shows a silk loom in 
operation. 


Kyoto—The art center of Japan, famous for 
its magnificent temples and artistic surround- 
ings. The engraving shows part of one of its 
famous temples. On the main line of the Im- 
perial Government Railway. 


Amano-Hashidate—One of the three most 
beautiful places in Japan. On the sea shore. 
Reached by the Imperial Government Railways. 


Nara—Famous for its beautiful shrines and 
parks.

UNDTTED STATES 





Which cvery traveler who crosses the continent should try to visit. 


Every one of the places depicted on the pictorial chart appearing on the preceding puges is easy of 


access, most of them being located on the main line of some great railroad system. 


They are well 


known as the ‘‘show places of America’ and are as such briefly described as follows: 


(First row, left hand page, top to bottom.) 


Mt. Rainier—It rises nearly three miles above sea 
level. Dominant peak of Rainier National Park in 
Washington. This Park has twenty-eight glaciers, 
some of them of large size. Reached by Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad and by Oregon 
Railroad and Nav. Co. 


Mt. Shasta—A mighty snow-capped peak over 
14,000 feet high in northern California. On the 
Shasta Route of the Southern Pacific and plainly 
visible for a long time from the car windows. Mt. 
Lassen, California’s active volcano is also visible 
from car windows along this route. 


San Francisco—Fascinating City of the Golden 
Gate—celebrated in song and story, needs no de- 
scription. Port of departure for the Toyo Kisen 
Kaisha steamers for the Orient. Just across the 
Bay from San Francisco is Mt. Tamalpais, a tall 
peak from which a view of unparalleled extent and 
beauty is obtained. This panorama extends from 
the Bay to the Sierras. At the summit is a quaint 
and comfortable tavern. The trip to the top is 
made by steam train over the crookedest railroad 
in the world and is intensely interesting. 


Hotel Del Monte—Oldest and most famous resort 
on the Pacific Coast. Four hours from San Fran- 
cisco. On the bay of Monterey, said to be the Bay 
of Naples’ only rival. Del Monte has two wonder- 
ful golf courses green all the year, magnificent 
motor roads, wonderful bathing, fishing, hunting, 
and all outdoor sports. Scenery of forest and shore 
of inspiring grandeur. On line of Southern Pacific. 


Los Angeles and Pasadena—Industrial and tourist 
center of southern California—the greatest tourist 
center in the world.

It is the southern 
terminal of the Santa Fe Railway. On the point 
of land opposite is Hotel del Coronado, a magnifi- 
cent summer and winter resort, which is thronged 
each season by fashionable Eastern visitors. It is 
the home of polo on the Coast, the season’s games 
beginning there and ending at Del Monte. Yucht- 
ing, bathing, golf, polo, and other sports are of- 
fered to guests.

Crater Lake, National Park—A giant lake of ex- 
traordinary blue in the crater of an extinct volcano 
that has no outlet or inlet.

Feather River Canyon—A gigantic gorge a hun- 
dred miles long, through which the Western Pa- 
cific enters California.

But it must 
be geen to be appreciated and no one should miss 
it. On the line of the Santa Fe and accounted ag 
one of the world’s greatest scenic attractions. 


Apache Trall—A wonderful automobile journey to 
the great Roosevelt Dam, one of the giant irriga- 
tion projects installed by the Government in the 
Southwest. On line of the Southern Pacific. 


(Fourth group, center.) 


Rocky Mountain National Park—A section of the 
heart of the Rockies set aside for the public enjoy- 
ment. A vast collection of snowy peaks ranging 
from 11,000 to 14,250 feet in altitude.

UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA 
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WILL TEACH JIUJITSU 


Mr. Allan Smith, for many years a resi- 
dent of Tokyo, arrived in San Francisco 
on the Tenyo Maru, September 6th, and 
left at onee for Washington to offer his 
services as a lecturer and trainer of jiu- 
jitsu at various training camps. He holds 
that in a short course of six lessons he 
can teach soldiers a few tricks which will 
enable them to disable an opponent m a 
hand-to-hand fight. too close for weapons. 
In capturing trenches, the knowledge of 
jiujitsu is invaluable, he says. Holder of 
the black belt, awarded to less than half 
a dozen foreigners, as a symbol of mastery 
of jiujitsu, Mr. Smith is regarded by the 
Japanese as having gone more deeply into 
the underlying science than the average 
practitioner. He has studied it as an art, 
so as to become able to give a clear, me- 
chanical explanation of why a small man 
is able to overthrow one of superior 
weight. Recently Mr. Smith placed his 
idea of training American conscripts be- 
fore Capt. Karl F. Baldwin. military at- 
tache. and Commander Horne. naval at- 
tache, at the United States Embassv in 
Tokyo, who forwarded it as an application 
to the authorities in charge of training 
camps.

recent of these attractions is the famous 
Diamond Mountain of Korea, which the 
tourist may now reach by motor road. 
Diamond Mountain or Kongo-san is an 
extraordinary collection of peaks in the 
east central part of Korea and the place 
has been held in great veneration by 
Buddhists for centuries. The mountain 
covers an area of about twenty-five square 
miles and in this area are no less than 
twelve thousand peaks of rugged granite. 
Most of them are of grotesque form and 
they tower high above the dense forest 
at their base. Ice cold streams pour 
through the innumerable chasms and can- 
yons adding greatly to the beauty and 
attractiveness of the place. 

For centuries the mountain has been 
considered sacred, ‘occupying the same 
position in Korea as Tai Shan in China. 
‘When Buddhism was .at its height more 
than one hundred monasteries stood on 
the mountain, all of them built in gor- 
geous style and occupied by colonies of 
monks and nuns numbering many thou- 
sands. Some of these establishments were 
destroyed by fire and were not rebuilt, 
but some forty or fifty remain in a good 
state of preservation. 

The place has been known to foreigners 
by reputation for many years but only 
a few travelers have ever visited it. In 
former years there were many good roads 
leading to the mountain, but as interest 
in Buddhism declined these roads were 
allowed to disappear and for half a cen- 
tury or more the place was almost inae- 
cessible. Now all the roads have been 
repaired and widened and a good foreign 
style hotel has been built at a village at 
the foot of the mountain. Those who de- 
sire it can make a trip to Diamond Moun- 
tain a part of the Japan-China Overland 
Tour,

natural amphitheatre in which the Ming 
Tombs are located. 

Moukden is interesting not only as the 
ancient capital of the Manchus, but as the 
scene of the Battle of Moukden, which was 
fought during the Russo-Japanese War. 
The ancient Manchus palaces still stand in 
the center of the city and are kept in a 
good state of repair, though most of the 
art treasures have been removed to Peking. 

Seoul is attracting more visitors each 
year, for the traveler there has no longer 
to undergo the hardships of living in sec- 
ond-class hotels or native inns. A remark- 
ably good hotel has recently been opened 
at Seoul. The old Korean Palace, as well 
as the extensive grounds which surround 
it, can be visited at almost any time. Even 
more interesting than this home of royalty 
is the daily life of the Koreans, as seen on 
the streets of Korea’s principal city. 

At Fusan the traveler leaves the Korean 
Railway for a steamer to Shimonoseki. The 
rest of the trip 1s made over the Imperial 
Government Railways of Japan through 
Kobe, Osaka, Kyoto, Nagoya, and Kozu to 
Yokohama. Side trips to Nara and to the 
Sacred Island of Miyajima are provided 
without additional charge. 

If travelers desire they may start on this 
tour at Yokohama and rejoin the steamer 
at Shanghai, but it will usually be found 
more convenient to start the trip at Shang- 
hai, as sailings for America are more fre- 
quent from Yokohama than from Shanghai.
